Dealers Versus Direct Agency. 

The agent of the American manufacturer, visiting 
foreign countries, or the manager of the export de- 
partment, should have some knowledge affecting the 
plan of sale. That is whether direct agencies should 
be established or whether the goods should be put in 
the hands of dealers. 

Prior to the war a great many agencies for conti- 
nental Europe were established in England and France. 
For a time, at any rate, this plan is no longer feasible, 
but more consideration should be given to this point. 

English agencies for the goods to be distributed in, 
say, South Africa, Australia and elsewhere, do not 
always work out satisfactorily. For each handling of 
any goods a profit must be added. Moreover, the man 
ufacturer is himself shut off from intensive cultivation. 
which he might practice if his goods were in the hands 
of agencies in each country. An agent likes to go to 
headquarters with all matters affecting the sale of his 
goods, just precisely as a dealer wishes to go to head- 
quarters when he is handling them in this country. 

Moreover, it frequently happens that general agen 
cies are established without any regard to the extent 
of the territory to be \nd without 
regard to the fact that frequently some of the coun- 
tries which would come in under the sub-agency are 


covered. also 


closer to the manufacturer in the States than they are 
to the “Headquarters for the Eastern Hemisphere,” 
whether it be in Berlin, London or Paris. 

Before placing general agencies for such extensive 
territories as Russia some investigation should be 
made regarding the agreements with sub-agents and 
the plan for covering so extensive a territory. 

Manufacturers who would not consider for a mo 
ment a general agency for the United States because 
of its territorial extent alone, have placed several 
agencies for even larger territories abroad 

lwo or three years ago a manufacturer thought he 
made a very good deal in establishing an agency for 
continental Europe His article was sold at a fixed 
price. The general dealer for Europe established sub 
agencies in France, Germany and several other coun 
tries. Each of these sub-agencies had, of course, to 
appoint agencies in different states or provinces. The 
result was that when the article reached the last man 
who was to pass it on to the consumer, it had to be 
offered at a price that almost prohibited its sale. 


Not long ago a manufacturer corresponding with a 
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prospective agent in South Africa at first demanded 
that the agent should sign for a certain number of 
machines per month. The manufacturer had not take 
into account the fact that there are only about a millior 
and a half white people in South Africa and that th 
sale of such a machine as his was limited. The num 
ber he demanded would have been a fair year’s sale 
and a contract was afterwards based upon this. 

Another concern having correspondence in Reyk 
javik, Iceland, declined to enter into negotiations fur 
ther because the Icelandic firm would not agree to take 
twelve of the devices each month. That was the manu 
facturer’s minimum contract, he said, and they would 
not break that rule. Had the Icelandic firm disposed 
of twelve of the machines in twelve months, it would 
have been about the maximum for their field. 

Some General Suggestions. 

First, touch up your geography. The export mat 
ager or traveler abroad should be able to visualize each 
of the countries with which he intends to do business 
He should not depend upon a vague knowledge tl 
Denmark is across the Atlantic some place, but should 
know precisely where Denmark is situated. Th 
applies to all of the other countries 

It is highly important also that we know something 
of the extent of each country and the location of its 
cities. There are many good reasons why the manu 
facturer who wants to develop the Italian market 
should know the distance between Milan and Turin 
and he should also know the positions of other cities 
in each of the countries. It is important, too, that we 
know something of whether the province is manufa 
turing or agricultural. We should know as much 
these respects about the cities with which we purposs 


to do business as we know about Kansas City and 
Philadelphia. 
If the American manufacturer is to make the mos 


of the market in Europe, he should issue his pri 


lists in the currency of the countries whose 


seeks.

American Enthusiastic About Argentina. 

Thomas J. Williams, formerly of the firm of Williams 
& DeWoody, Pine Bluff, Ark., is now in business at 951 
Calle Sarmiento, Buenos Aires, Argentine Republic, where 
he has opened an American manufacturers’ agency and 
will devote himself principally to the handling of office 
appliances. 

Mr. Williams says that while business conditions are 
not good at the present time, the prospects are bright for 
the coming year. The wheat crop is much larger than 
ever before, and the price is almost double that of last 
year. 

Mr. Williams criticises the policy of some American 
manufacturers in handling South American business 
Telegrams and letters in English to concerns in Buenos 
\ires oftentimes have to be translated before their pur 
port is understood. Some of the prominent houses know 
a little English, but generally speaking all business in the 
country is transacted in Spanish. He cited an instance 
where he called upon a house and before leaving he was 
asked to translate a telegram from a firm in the United 
States which had been received several days previously. 
Mr. Williams is enthusiastic about the country and its 
possibilities. He says that there are many opportunities 
for greatly increased business between the Argentine and 
the United States, but that our Latin-American cousins 
have their own ways of handling business matters. These 
ways American houses must learn before they can hope 
to achieve much success among South Americans. Firms 
in the United States, too, are open to criticism for the 
manner in which they pack goods and forward docu 


ments. 


A Word from Bohemia. 

A post card received recently from Prague, from our 
old friend G. A. Steiner, gives some interesting sidelights 
on conditions in that city. Thus far, Mr. Steiner says, 
they have seen very little of war except some thousands 
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of Russian and Servian prisoners of war passing through 
He tells us that English and French subjects residing in 
Bohemia are treated with every consideration and that 
there are no concentration camps in Bohemia. He voices 
the hope that this awful war will soon be over and says 
that after the war is over everyone expects good times 
At present business in typewriters is at a standstill. <A 
few are being sold to military officers, especially the small 
traveling machines such as the Klein-Adler, etc.
